University of Georgia Horti- 
culturist Tells of Value 
of This Movement. 


Characterizing the federal expedi- 
tion into the northern sections of Geor- 
gia promoted by The Constitution as 
one of the greatest forward steps in 
years, Dr. T. H. McHatton, horticul- 
turist of the University of Georgia, 


Saturday issued a statement hearitly 
commending the plan. 


The statement follows: 

“The expedition that The Constitu- 
tion is fostering into the mountain 
sections of northern Georgia is one of 
the greatest forward steps that has 
been taken in recent years for the 
betterment and development of the 


state. 
“Not only is the possibility of turn- 
this. great forest area into a play- 
ground for the southern sections of 
the United States a movement in the 
right direction, but the latent possi- 
bilities along agricultural lines must 
also be considered. 
Waters Need Protection. 
“The head waters of the streams 
coming from the present government 
possessions need protection in order 
that the fertile valleys of the lowlands 
might not suffer from serious floods. 
The preservation and development of 
the forests now existing will in time 
furnish large quantities of much- 
needed lumber and other forest prod- 


ucts, 

“The wild life of this section also 
needs protection. e nucleus for the 
development of a great reservation and 
park in which all forms of animal life 
are now rapidly disappearing in Geor- 
gia, will find protection, and should be 
one of the main objects in nationaliz- 
ing this present locality. 

“The opening up of these mountain 
regions by roads will add greatly to 
the horticulture of the state, for there 
are thousands and thousands of acres 
of land now lying idle, practically un- 
productive, that can be readily and 
easily turned into wonderful apple or- 
chards and small fruit areas. in- 
accessibility of this section has pre- 
vented these developments taking 
place as they should. e land in 
question is so located that a great por- 
tion of it is not available for general 
agriculture, and the owners, us well 
as the state, can reap ter profits 
from these lands through horitcyiture 
endeavor than through most an 
phase of agriculture.

LESSON NO. 48. 
The Vario Coupler. 
Short wave reception is accomplished in a very efficient manner 
by the use of the vario-coupler. This type of inductive tuner, or loose- 


stationary primary winding and a 


movable secondary winding, which is arranged as to revolve within 
the magnetic field of the primary. 

The number of turns in effective use in the primary windary, and 
consequently the amount of inductance, is made variable through the 
medium of taps taken from the winding and brought out for connection 
The secondary winding may also have taps for 
increasing or decreasing the number of turns, but the usual method of 
securing a variation of inductance, in the secondary circuit of a re- 
ceiver containing a vario-coupler is by means of a variometer. 

Diagram 1 shows the mechanical construction of the vario-coupler. 
The secondary winding is mounted on a shaft and may be rotated 
through an angle of 90 degrees in the field of the primary winding. 
By this arrangement a close variation in the coupling of the coils is 
secured, the inductive relation being at a maximum when the coils are 
concentric and at a minimum when they are at right angles to each 


other. The resultant. effect is sim- 
ilar to sliding the secondary in and 
out of the primary winding as de- 
scribed in a previous article which 
explained the use of-a loose coup- 
ler in a two-circuit receiver. 

Diagram 2 shows a very popu- 
lar and efficient combination for 
short wav 
cuit uses the vario-coupler in con- 
junction with a vacuum detector 
tube and.two variometers, one of 
the variometers: being in the grid 
circuit and. the other in the cir- 
cuit containing the plate. 

In a simple form the vario-coup- 
ler may consist of a section of tub- 
ing four inches long and three and 
one-half inches in diameter, on 
which is wound sixty turns of No. 
24 S. C. C. wire. Taps are taken 
oft diagonally along the coil for 


“each ten of the first fifty turns, 


and for the remaining ten the taps 
are compacted for each two turns. 
The groups containing ten turns 
and those containing the turns are 
then connected to separate multi- 
point switches. 

For the secondary coil a section 
of tubing one and one-half inches 
long and two and one-half inches 
in diameter may be used, on which 
is wound fifty turns of No. 24 8. 
C. C. wire, half of the turns being 


placed on each side of the shaft on which the secondary rotates. This 
shaft is mounted approximately one-half inch from the top of the tube 
on which is wound the primary coil, as shown in Diagram 1.

Organized “to rehabilitate suffer- 
ers from industrial injuries and 
diseases by use of methods suc- 
cessfully developed during the 
war,” the new reconstruction hos- 
pital movement that recently es- 
tablished its initial institution at 
Fifth avenue and One Hundredth. 
street, New York, is one of the 
most interesting after-war experi- 
ments, and one that pomises to 
contribute much to the sum total 
of human welfare in the years to 
come. 

The marvelous skill in treating 


constructing and replacing de 
stroyed tissue, etc., that was de- 
veloped during the war elicited the 
admiration of the whole world. 
It ought to be perpetuated, and 
only practice could perpetuate it.

This system of conserving, sal- 
vaging and reconstructing human 
beings was, as stated by The New 
York Globe in a recent. editorial.

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Washington, May 21.—No Ameri- 
can can have any misunderstanding 
as to the meaning of the appeal of 
Europe that we go to The Hage con- 
ference, the appeal which has just 
been rejected. Nurope believes, per- 
haps,‘ accurately, that tio real recon-. 
struction in its stricken area is possi- 
ple unless we take a hand. The whole 
problem turns on vast ioans, and we 
are the only people who can supply 
the funds. 


In adition, the British are eager at 
all times and under all circumstances 
to have us back in Europe because 


they believe that if we are present in 
any international conference, our rep- 
resentatives will, in the main, stand 
with theirs, The French. on the con- 
‘trary, are moved to invite us to 
come to a Russian conferente because 
they know that in soviet questions we 
7 ye much the same views as 
ey. 

All the maneuver in Europe is for 
the American support. If the British 
can get it, then they can dominate u- 
rope, impose their ideas upon the 
French and at least start that eco- 
nomic reconstruction they hope for. 
The French, in the present Rusisan 
ease, believe that we should stand with 
them, and that thus they would be 
nble to win back lost ground in the 
United States and temporarily sepa- 
rate Britain and the United States. 


Financial Problem. 


But underneath the political is the 
financial. Russia may be persuaded 
to agree to certain things if she is 
offered a huge loan. If the United 
States is at the conference, we may 
be persuaded to find the money. Then 
there is Germany. She cannot pay 
France unless she gets an interna- 
But it must again be the 
United States which finds the funds. 
If we agree, then Germany can pay 
France for a few years and thus post- 
pone any French military operation in 
the Ruhr. 

All of the smaller states would like 
us back in Europe, because their po- 
sition is made desperately uncomfor- 
table because of the Anglo-French 
row. Now they are condemned to 
take sides and, in reality, their own 
interests do not bind them completely 
to either great power If we were rep- 
resented in an international confer- 
ence, if we consented permanently 
to share in European deliberations, 
then the smaller states believe that 
we might protect them against both 
British and French policies and also 
restrain the efforts of the two nations 
which are today struggling for the 
control of the European continent. 

After all the real facts in Europe 
today is the battle between the British 
and the French. British control of 
Europe has been crumbling for many 
months. At Genoa it broke down 
completely and France emerged in a 
stronger position than she has occu- 
pied since 1870. Unless some way is 
found to block France, Brittain will 
presently have either to fight. which is 
unlikely, or to retire from the conti- 
nent altogether, as she did after the 
fall of Napoleon. 

But such retirement means a per- 
petuation of British economic distress, 
for one of two things will happen— 


kets of the continent to British trade, 
or France and Germany will presently 
make some sort of working arrange- 
ment, ‘and this means the creation

What the British desire is to bal- 
ance Germany against France, to hold 


France back until Germany can re- 
cover sufficiently to face France. An 
arrangement bewteen France and Ger- 
many is the nightmare of all British 
statesmanship, and that is why the 
British protested the Wiesbaden agree- 
ment which provided a solution for the 
reparations -tangle and might have 
prevented all the present il incident 
to a French occupation of the Ruhr. 
Former Battles. 2 

The struggle, that is now going on 
in Europe has many resemblances to 
all the other battles fought between 
France and Britain for continental 
and world supremacy. The funda- 
mental ideas of the British is to keep 
France under restraint during the pe- 
riod when her military strength ena- 
bles her to have her way in Europe, 
if she insists. But as Genoa demon- 
strated, Britain alone, or with the 
slender aid of Italy, cannot do this, 

Underlying all else in the British 
mind at Washington was the determi- 
nation to enlist the United States in 
the British effort to restrain France 
in Europe. That was the meaning of 
all the propaganda poured forth by 
Wells and other British journalists. 
That was the exf lanation of the 
eeaseless attack upon France, which 
has continued since Washington. No 
one can exaggerate the disappointment 
to Lloyd George when Mr. Hughes an- 
nounced that we would not go to Ge- 
noa. In reality, his battle was lost 
then. 

If we were to go to The Hague 
we should have to take a part in the 
struggle. We should ineluctably be 
drawn in the whole meelstrom of Eu- 
ropean rivalries. In addition, we 
should have to supply the funds for 
every single financal operation, and 
the mere fact that we are present will 
lead to the discussio: of the ques- 
tion of war debts and German repara- 
tions. We should then go prep 
to cancel the allied debts to us. 

Wheher we go or not. and the de- 
cision of the administration settles the 
matter for the present, I believe that 
ultimately we should cancel these 
debts and that no European recon- 
struction will be possible until such 
time as we make this contribution, in- 
sisting, at the same time that 
German reparations be similarly re- 
duced and all interallied debts can- 
celled. But the question is whether 
congress and American opinion are 
ready for such apparent sacrifice, or 
ready to plunge once more into the 
thick of the European battle. The 
Hague invitation is only one more ef- 
fort of Europe to persuade us to come 
back, there will be others since this 
has failed, but what Europe wants of 
us is to elist us on one side or the 
other of the struggle for control on the 
continent. which is the dominating 
fact in world affairs at the present 
hour, and will remain so for a long

(Extracts from address delivered 
by F. E. Twitty to the League of 
Women Voters of Brunswick, Ga.) 


I deem it a special privilege to talk 
to and with the members of the 
“League of Women Voters.” My atti- 
tude in respect to “votes for women” 
has long been that they should have 
the franchise if they desired it. Now 
that you have it, whether a majority 
of you desired it or not, the responsi- 
bility is yours to use it wisely. 

Every person who desires to be 8 
good citizen and to intelligently play 
his or her part, including the exercise 
of the voting franchise, must read at 
least one daily newspaper carrying a 
complete news service and one or more 
good magazines carrying reviews of 
national and world events, and con- 


tributions by able and reputable politi- 
cal thinkers and writers. 

If you as individuals choose to ren- 
der the greatest service in the exercise 
of this new and great power that bus 
come to you, you must not only equip 
yourself by reading, studying and 
thinking, and by registering and vot- 
ing, and by exercising your influence 
in spreading your i but you must 
be firm and courageous—although tact- 
ful and just—in the exercise of your 
franchise, and to do this and be this 
you must be very impersonal; that is, 
you should never vote for any man or 
woman for any office merely because 
you personally like that particular 
woman or man, but because you believe 
nee or him to be qualified for the posi- 
tion.

here are many phases of our politi- 
eal life in which women will natural! 
take a keener interest than men, suc 
as child welfare, the — ekg cag of 
rural conditions and making farm life 
more attractive, equal opportunities 
and privileges for women in business, 
sanitation, hospitals, city beautifying 
and other kindred matters that have 
become the subjects of governmental 
supervision and support, and I know 
of no phase of our political life in 
which they are not likely to take as 
much interest as the men. I congratu- 
late you and the women of the country 
generally that you have promptly gone 
about the matter of informing your- 
selves on the many questions involved 
in the right use of the ballot. Your 
organization being, as I take it, non- 
partisdn, augurs well for the interest 
of the country. It is impossible, of 
course, in a brief talk to undertake to 
direct attention to many phases of 
political conditions as they exist in 
our country at this time. There are 
many things that are calling 
thoughtful consideration and action 
upon the part of all good citizens. 
There are great issues, that should be 
settled without injecting them in par- 
tisan politics. i 

There is one thing upon which, I 
am sure that all good citizens of both 
sexes will agree, and that is that in a 
democracy such as ours, where all men 
and all women years old and over 
are given the ballot, we will never 
have anything like an approach to 
ideal government. until illiteracy has 
been practically obliterated, and i 
the good women of our country will 
resolve to destroy the spectre of ignor- 
ance they can achieve this much de- 
sired result, but unless during the 
process we can develop a high order 
of partiotism and succeed in greatly 
diminishing the spirit of greed to 
prevalent among the ups that domi- 
nate our political life we wold have 
perhaps greater problems than now 
confront us. 

I have great faith in the beneficent 
influence of women in our political 
life. The idea has been abroad in the 
land that “religion and politics will 
not mix.“ It bas always been my 

rsonal conviction that no more hurt- 

and dangerous fallacy has ever 
been 2 and that no man 
or woman who ‘would sacrifice in any 
degree the principles of righteousness 
and justice to gain or to hold an office 
or to obtain an undue advantage is 
worthy of the suffrage or the-sypport 
of the people. 

I bid you God-speed and trust that 
you may be divinely directed in your 
mission to better conditions as they 
ay exist in our community, state and 
nation.

The motion picture drama by its 
very nature is constructed for the 
entertainment of adults and young 
Dei - ple of twelve years and over. Most 
dramas, whether of the stage or the 
screen, contain elements which bore 
children to extinction; at the best 
they get only a bit here and there, 
wholly wrenched from its sequence. 
and setting. 

It is a super-precious child who 
finds anything to understand or to 
grip his interest in love scenes or in 
action which centers around marriage 
and its relationships. Aduits in the 
motion picture eaters exercise 
themselves unnecessarily over this 
subject with small youngsters and 
often are themselves guilty of pro- 
voking a premature interest in love 
and «cx iclationships by their excited 
talk and their worried faces. Most 
children will want to sleep tbroazh 
such dramas or will beg to leave the 
theater because of lack of interest. 
Let them do the former if you must 
drug them in; it is much oetter to 
keep them away. 

Tue ideal places for the child are 
in the home, in the school, and at ex- 
ercise outdoors during the waiking 
hours. The influence of parents is 
paramount, followed closely by that 
of playfellows, teachers and neighbors. 
No one can assume the responsibility 
of parents during this period and they 
use poor judgment if they try to shirk 
it or allow any influence, like the mo- 
tion picture, to hurry the normal and 
natural development of their chil- 
dren’s minds.“ 


On and after July, 1922, it has been 
decreed in London that pictures shall 
be marked for “adults” and for “uni- 
versal” exhibition. The attendance. of 
children under the age of 16, unac- 
companied by a parent or a bona fide 
guardian, will not be permitted at 
adult performances. 


An interesting letter from a coun- 
try mother has been published in the 
Burke, (S. D.) Gazette. She com- 
ments upon the joy and relief brought 
to the wives and mothers of the farms 
by the Saturday afternoon “free 
shows” given in that city. The pro- 
prietor of the Happy Hour theater 
remarks that these weekly entertain- 
ments have been given every week 
since June, 1921, Here is a work 
of the highest civic importance, 
broadly humanitarian, and ineident- 
ally of great economic value. Many 
small communities might profit by

New York, May 21.—The Giants 
have hauled away to such a long lead 
that the real interest in the pennant 
‘business has left the National lea 
and turned to the embattled Yankees 
as they match for first place in the 
American ieague with the one-time 
dismal Browns of sultry St. Louis. 
The first series of the year between 
these eager aspirants for the Ameri- 
can league title of 1922 to date has 
drawn many more people to the Polo 
grounds than were lured to the hol- 
low beyond the heights for the first 
two games of the first Pan-Manhattan 
world series last fall. Babe RKuth’s 
return was responsible for a large 
chunk of the attendance, but the Sat- 
urday and Sunday games would have 


be] been played before close to capacity 


crowds even if Ruth never had been 
suspended, because the Browns cume 
here snapping at the Yankees’ ten- 
Gon achilles, and is the club to step 
up into the lead the very moment 
that something happens to “our boys.” 

Anything is likely to happen to them 
at almost any time, and injuries are 
just as likely to occur in an auto 
smash on the Boston post road in the 
dark of the night as on the Polo 
grounds in the glare of the sun. The 
night air is very fine hereabout in 
summer, 

Bought Pennants. 

The Yanks have done their best to 
buy a pennant all wrapped up for de- 
livery, but purchased pennants have a 
way of going astray in transit and 
this one might go to St. Lonis, for the 
American league seems to be composed 
this season of the Yanks and Browns 
and six minor league teams. The fact 
that Babe Ruth’s team is fourth in 
team hitting in the American league 
need not mean anything at all, for 
they were fourth last year and won 
their first pennant. But they finish- 
ed the season of 1921 with a team 
average of .300 whereas their present 
mark for 1922 is only .282 and some 
of their most reliable hitters have fall- 
en off decidedly. Erin Ward, who 
smacked .306 in 1921, is hitting only 
228. and Wallie Pipp has dropped 
from .296 to 234. Cari Mays was 
quite a hitter in 1921 with 343 and 
he has slumped to .208 in the ten 
games in which he has participated so 
far. In the team hitting the Browns, 
who finished third last season with a 
mark of 304. now rank second with 
309 and there is no question but that 
they have been far superior to the 
New York team in the weight and 
trequency of their blows. 

Witt a New Star. ; 

It is remarkable that Whitey Witt, 

acquired from the Athlétics to play 
one of those temporary vacant out- 
fields for Miller Huggins’ team, has 
become the star lead-off man of the 
major leagues, with a batting average 
of .407 for 24 games. With the Ath- 
letics last year he was a good hitter, 
with an average of .315, but no sensa- 
tion. ‘And Bing Miller, who hit only 
.288 in Washington, goes to the Ath- 
letics to hit 398. Miller was just 
barely a Senator last season, and now 
he has nine home runs. Twice he made 
two in one game, and only recently he 
got three in two days. 
The Giants will draw crowds every- 
where, because they are at present al- 
most a perfect ball club; but. notwith- 
standing McGraw’s admonition that 
nothing is certain in baseball, New 
York is beginning to feel that they 
have the season‘s flag stowed away in 
their locker. And yet when New York 
recalls those chesty Pirates who came 
here late last August, conceding them- 
selves the pennant and mentally spend- 
ing their winnings, New York admits 
that there's something in what Muggsy 
says.

The first annual track and field 


meet held in the southeast under the 


auspices of the Southeastern Amateur 
Athletic union will get under way 
this afternoon at Grant field at 2:30. 
‘ais will be the largest track and 
field meet ever held in this section, 
and will give the people of Atlanta 
the opportunity of seeing some of 
the greatest stars of this section in 
action. 

The entry list at this time contains 
113 names of athletes that will take 
part in the games and these come 
from every state under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Scutheastern A. A. U. 
A little more than a year ago the 
Southern A. A. U. was split into 
sections, and the states of Georgia, 
Alabama, Florida and South Carolina 
were made into 1 separate group, and 
this track and field meet will be the 
first held by this new organization. 

Every state in the association will 
be represented. The University of 
Florida will represent that state; 
Clemson will hold up the colors of 
South Carolina; Auburn, Alabama, 
and Birmingham Athletie club will 
come from Alabama, while Georgia 
will have Oglethorpe, Georgia Tech, 
Tech freshmen, Georgia, Atlanta Ath- 
letic elub and Carrollton High school 
in the field.
